It hasn't taken her to Rangoon, Hong Kong 
or Kuala Lumpur yet. But it has taken her halfway around 
the world, netted her a British boy friend she plans to 
marry and a fair measure of independence for a girl just a 
couple of years out of college (Stanford). 


It has also given her eminence as the second-ranked 


women's player in the United States, with some fair hope 
she'll be No. 1 if she does well at Forest Hills in late 
August. 


It also brought her to Israel for the first time to play in 


the Maccabiah Games as the top seeded entrant and begin 
a mad round of travel which Julie digs.

During her one year 
away from tennis, Julie traveled with the group awhile, 
too, and was supposed to be its vocalist. 


In Berkeley, Calif., of all places, she became a tennis 


drop-in again and rediscovered the joy of a smashing fore- 
hand (while also acquiring a backhand) through the 
tutelage of pro Dennis Vander Meer. 


"Now," she said, "I have fun when I play. Of course, 


I'll quit when I get bugged again. But through tennis, I 
met Larry (that's her British boy friend who works for the 
BBC and who accompanied President Nixon around the 
world). 


"Now I go to every party possible. If I get a name 


through tennis, beautiful. I think it's better for my tennis 
game to do as much as possible instead of sitting in a 
room at night brooding. You've got to live, baby." 


She had an afterthought. 
"Mmm. Guess it didn't help when I went out in Paris 


night before I played Nancy Richey and didn't get in till 
3 or 4 o'clock. My man (Larry) comes first."

ermen arc eager to pass their 
knowledge onto others. This 
has special significance to ang- 
lers about to try out unfami- 
liar waters, 
say the 
fishing 


authorities at Mercury 
out- 


boards. One of the best ways 
to find what fish are biting, 
and when and where to go, is 
to be at the dock when fish- 
ing boats return from a day 
on the lake. 


A few minutes spent con- 


versing with today's lucky ang- 
lers may enrich your fishing 
tomorrow. Not that they'll tell 
all their secrets, of course, 
taut you can usually pick up 
enough information to make 
tomorrow's trip more prod- 
uctive. 


Also, since most anglers end 


the day fishing with the lure 
that's brought them the most 
success, you'll gain added in- 
formation by noticing what 
plugs are still hanging from 
the rods.

NBA Spmtt Mlt*r 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—Baseball went courting the ladies 


but with intentions not entirely honorable. 


Baseball romanced them with Ladles' Days (and even 


Doris Days), flattered them with flowers as they swayed 
through the turnstiles, sweet-talked them with explanatory 
booklets and plied them with clean powder rooms. 


In the end, though, the grand old game considered them 


simply a bunch of dames. But baseball discovered, like 
swains through the ages, that a man's frivolity is a 
woman's solemnity. 


Mrs. Bernice Gera, a 38-year-old New York City house- 


wife, has reached the heart of the matter. She flipped over 
baseball. She was not content to play sandlot pickup games, 
to scan the standings, to debate the merits of Ron Swoboda. 
She loved the game and wanted to live With it. Just like 
a woman. 


Over breakfast one morning in 1967, Mrs. Gera men- 


tioned to her husband, Steve, that she wanted to attend 
umpire's school in West Palm Beach, Fla. Steve accepted 
the news with nonchalance and choked only somewhat on 
his coffee. 


"He was really upset at first, like everyone else," said 


Mrs. Gera. "There has never been a woman umpire be- 
lor, though one tried about 10 years ago. But when Steve 
knew how much I wanted to do it, he said go ahead." 


Mrs. Gera graduated from the school, then umpired in 


National Baseball Congress games, and in semipro and 
sandlot games. But her efforts to join Organized Baseball 
have been rebuffed amidst a series of dramatic events. 
She received a contract and instructions to umpire in an 
Eastern Class A league this summer. However, the day 
before her appearance, Phil Piton, head of the minor 
leagues, ruled her out. 


The matter came to the attention of Congressmen Samuel 


Stratton, D-N.Y., and Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., and Congress- 
woman Martha Griffiths, D-Mich., all of whom are in sym- 
pathy with Mrs. Gera. 


Stratton said baseball's decision violated the civil rights 


act of 1964, which prohibits discrimination by reason of 
sex. Biaggi called the decision "devious, dilatory and 
cruel." And Rep. Griffiths suggested a male conspiracy. 


"I've sent a second complaint to the New York State 


Human Rights Commission," said Mrs. Gera. "There has 
to be a response within 60 days. 


"I see no reason why a woman can't umpire, if she's 


good enough. I can understand why a woman can't play 
because there is actual physical contact. I mean, you can 
get spiked pretty hard." 


Umpiring, though, did take some getting used to. She said 


that in one of her first games, in Florida, people "nearly 
rolled out of their seats when I came out in plate-umpire's 
gear. I hadn't really learned yet how to walk in shin- 
guards. 


It may be that baseball, with a callous arrogance, has 


backed itself into a corner, the way the National Basketball 
Association did. The NBA banned Connie Hawkins and 
others who were never proven guilty of consorting with 
gamblers. When Hawkins sued the NBA for $6 million in 
damages, the league, before trial, decided that Hawkins 
was not as guilty as thev once had Bought. He is now with 
the NBA Phoenix Suns. 


Biaggi may have sent a similar shiver up the spines of 


Organized Baseball when he said he would urge a con- 
gressional investigation of baseball. "Due to the conduct 
of baseball in this matter (of Mrs. Gera) which tends to be 


• ,lega}',,- &£. said' "there mlght be other areas that also are 
illegal 
The reserve clause, the very fiber of professional 


baseball, is as illegal as an indentured servant—but in the 
past has been winked at by lawmakers.
